The standard morse elements are 1:3:1 for dit:dah:space-element 
between elements, i.e. dit/dah. 


Now electronically some rigs don't track the keyer exactly and 
people over the years have allowed for this in the keyers. It's 
why the ARRL in product review illustrate the keydown vs. PA 
output graphs for CW. In fact in the last QST MFJ showed a poor 
(and I really mean VERY POOR) response with the CW addon to their 
SSB QRP rig. 


The point that I want to make here is that the output of your rig 
should be 1:3:1 at any speed. This goes against the grain of 
"folk lore" and "urban legends" and what a some people want. This 
will start a flame war guaranteed. At any speed I want to hear 
1:3:1, sorry about that. 


The thing that I find fascinating about the NN1G, KE8KL, and N6KR 
rigs is that they track very very good. Something that I like. 


You won't find the "big" commercial high dollar rigs doing this 
good due to the complex circuitry that they use and the combo 
of R/C/L/IC circuitry causes some delays/distortions in the 
final output of the PA vs. the key input. Fact of life. 


OK, back to your regularly scheduled programming. Will someone 
please turn on the heater.
